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FIW: How was the tour and California? 
RAY: Real good reception, we worked a lot with UNIFORM CHOICE cause’ they're 
putting out a record for us also I established a Record label which I was 
personally working on and we had the WARZONE 7" pressed out there. We got tc 

see parts of the country,got to see a lot of good bands and we went away 
from this cold weather. 


FTW: A lot of people when they first hear about you, They say "Oh, YOT,that 
vegetarian skinhead band,I'm gonna be preached to,if I go to their show", 
So how do you keep the balance between informing people and outright 
preaching,which will eventually turn them off? 

RAY: When we first started the band,we had similar beliefs about how we felt 
about certain things and we believe we should express them through lyric 
sheets,express them on stage.It's half the reason we're a band I mean,if 
it were just music,we would'nt be playing,it's ideas behind it. I don't 
know how I keep the balance,sometimes I might be in people's face, 


FTW: Then there's the opposite,about people becoming "straight" because they 
think it's trendy,sort of like jumping on the Bandwagon, 

RAY: If it's a Bandwagon for the good,than it's better than a Bandwagon for 
the bad,it's all I can say and I started getting into punk and people coulc 
have said I was on the Bandwagon for Straight Edge whatever but I’ still 
Straight,you just grow,kids are real impressionable at the age that they 
go to shows and it's good to see them. I don't think SE is a bad thing-at 
all,I mean,I don't hate people who smoke or drink but it's really sad to 
see people screwing up their lives;you see a lot of people,young kids 
smoking dust getting into a real dirty hole that a lot of them can't get 
out of and I don't think there's anything wrong with telling them,"Hey,it's 
not cool to fuck with your head or your body too much", 

I don't got nothing against people who drink or smoke but Ido have somethi- 
against people who are polluting their bodies,polluting their life so they 
can't do anything besides that,really dependant on it,obssesed with things. 


FTW: Do you try to convert friends or people that you know,that are into that? 
RAY: Well about Vegeterianism and things yeah,but actually through Straight 
Edge,a lot of kids have written me letters saying that they used to not be 
Straight until they listened to us.Which is sort of a weird feeling,makes 
me feel powerful like a puppet master,but it's true there are a lot of 
bands that really pushed me over the edge you know,music is a very power- 
ful tool and it can sway people in a lot of ways.

PURNING SPEAR- The ultimate Negus.THe extreme nasality of his voice can be 
heard on classic songs like "Marcus Garvey",his recordings. seem to say,he 
who trods slowly will go far.Indeed he's journeyed further toward Africa 
than any other Reggae artist.His wailings are the cries of starving Ethio- 
pians,Black South Africans who are barred from a life of decency.The 
deculturized Black American, A truly remarkable man who has contributed 
a sports center for the poor in Jamaica. Recommended LP's— Marcus Garvey, 
Garvey's Ghost(DuB). 


AUGUSTUS PABLO— Melodical player who for nearly 20 years has defined Dub music 
His sound is a snaky thrill that elavates anything he plays to his highest 
spiritual essence. Recommended IP's— King Tubby meets the Rockers Uptown, 
Rast of the river Nile. 


REGORY ISSACS= Founder and a major innovator of Lovers's Rock. His thisk atonal 
nasality and slow concise delivery have the right amount of sad detachment 
When puntuacted by a wash of horns,it becomes almost unbearably poignant. 
Unfortunately,his coke habit has made his voice lacklustre without the under 
stated urgency. Recommended LP's= anything except nis current Material. 


BARRY BROWN— A reedy warbler who chants with a patois accent,still the vocals 
are quite clear and touching.His lyrics address oneness’ with nature.He doesn't 
record much these days but he's quite prolific cousidiring his age(24 yrs.) 
His material is divided between rap and roots chanting.Typical Reggae that 
avoids the drawbacks of being too tightly crafty songwriting. Recommended: 
Cool 'pon your corner(Heavy Roots)and Far Bast(Soul and Rap influenced Roots) 


CULTURE- My favorite vocal group, Cultlre's ability to write songs,should have 
made them the successors to Marley and the Wailers. That did'nt happen and 
the band compromised their sound for the most part,still the albums are 
essential listening for anybody wno likes hard rythms and dramatic moralizing. 
Recommended LP's— All.

This was my first time at Maxwell's and judging by the looks of 
the people hanging outside the place,you know,the ones that have I LOV= REM 
written all over them; it was bound to be preppieland,sure enough it was with 
several yuppies thrown in for good measure."Oh Well" I said,at least I can 
oogle at those fashionable College girls. Did'nt have much chance though, 'cause 
the ALTER BCYS were on first,most of the band was wearing 60's-style paisley 
shirts and matching BEATLES flatops,I sez to myself,"Oh shit,psychedelic time 
y'all" but they were actually pretty good,they had a tight-instrumental beat 
that was unfortunately plagued by a PA problem that made the vocals sound muddy 
I think they did a STONES' cover. Next up,was SOUL ASYLUM and I'm not saying 
this lightly but they just ROCKED that place,definitely one of the best.bands

F.T.W. -You have a very bohemian look. How does that relate to the music?

Tentacles again. Of course,it has D.K's and a lot of great bands on 

it,And we'Be gonna be producing with Giorgio Gomelski. ,A long-time 

producer who!s worked with such legendary bands as The Yardbirds 

and was even TheRolling Stones manager at one time.Gomelski was also 

the program director for Radio Caroline which was apirate radio stati- 

on around England. It broke all the early punk rock in the beginning 

so we have a very rich history there. Next month the band hopes to be 

on tour with D.O.A.supposedly going down south and all the way into 

Texas. If you don't hear from us in a while, you'll know where we went. 

F.T.W. -Has the HC scene changed since you started? 

Stephan- Yeah,it has. I won't say it was "lovey-dovey"and wonderful back 

then but I feel there was more cooperation and openmindedness to all types 

of music.Like Steve says "crawling up its owh ass’ - 

Steve Wishnia- It's time to create something new. It's like the hippies who 
in 1976 beat up those who had rather long hair in 1967. They're still smoking 
pot and listening to Hot Tuna with no idea of what it once meant.It's the same 
with punk. some people are into it because it's some kind of rebellion or a 
viable alternative to the corporate mid-tempo garbage on the radio. Unfortunatly
